Urged fo Grow 
Some Flax This Yeay 


Agricultural experts contend ex- 
perienced flax giowers should al- 
locate at least some of their interid- 
ed acreage this spring to flax, in 
order to diversify production and be 
in position to take advantage of any 
change in the flax supply situation 
this year, 

Diversified production of crops guit- 
abic for the land under cultvation 
often gives a rower an advantas¢ 
over other farmers who follow pre- 
vailing acreage trends. There are 
gevera] seascns on record where con- 
ditions have been unfavorable fot 
wheat and oti-er cereal crops, hut 
Satisfactory as far as flax preduction 
is concerned, Increased yields of 
some crops can make up for lowered 
returns from others, 

It should be noted also that with 
recommended and tested varietie= 
and new methods of culture, most 
of ti:e 1isks connected with growing 
flax h@ve been removed, The judi 
cious use of weed killers has made = 
constructive contribution in ineréas- 
inging yields _ which on the praiiijes 
have risen from six bushels an acre in 
1943 to over nine busitels an, acre in 
1948, 

The world flax supply situation i: 
worthy of study before making de- 
cisions on flax acreage, It is tc 
that substantia] supplies are avail 
able for export in two leading fla» 
producing countries, the Unite 
States and “Canada. On the othe 
hand, in Argentina, another majo 
linseed exporter, the flax crop this 
season has been sharply reduced b) 
draugh and frost. 

It should be noted the United Stiute 
consumes lange quantities ef this ¢s- 
sentia] commodity and a poor growing 
season in that country this year would 
result in heavy demands on any sur 
plus. 

It is felt by the flax improvement 
committee that faimers who have giv- 
en close study to the growing of flax 
should plan to grow some acreage 
this spring. This would conform to 
the approved policy in the United 
States, where it has been found thai 
experienced flax growers steadily in- 
treased yields and cash returns by u- 
dopting modern methods of cultivation 
and the use of recommended var 
ieties.

EXPERIMENTAL 
FARM NOTES 


Changes which have taken plaec 
in the turkey industry in western 
Canada in recent years have resulted 
in considerable interest being taken 
in the jproduction, of commercial tur- 
hatching aggs, This is a phase of 
the industry which is new to prairie 
turkey raisers and which presents 
presents many new problems, 


Tne commercial hatching and sale 
of poults requires that at least a por- 
tion of the hatching eggs be pro- 
duced much earlier in the season than 
has been the practice in past years. 
Where this early season egg pro- 
duction is contemplated it wil] ne 
necessary to give special attention to 
such factors as housing artificial 
lighting,and proper nutrition of the 
turkey hens, 

Comfortable housing of the turkey 
hens is of special concern where 
they are to be brought into laying 
in February. There is some evidence 
to indicate that fertility may be im- 
paired by low temperatures in the 
laying pens at mating time. Build- 
ings which provide uniform moder- 
ate temperature are recommended. 
Where birds are to be totally confined 
they should tbe allowed ten square 
feet per bird including the males, 

Early out of season egg production 

is only possible where the hens are 
placed under artificia] lights, Any 
white light such as as or coal oj! 
mantle type lantern or electric light, 
will do just as long as the length 
of day can be extended to thirteen 
or fourteen hours or longer. Research 
has demonstrated that the toms re- 
quier two weeks longer to become 
fertile than do the hens. For this 
reason it is advisable to put the toms 
under lights fourteen days in ad- 
vanue of the hens, 
The length of time required to 
bring hens into production will depead 
upon how long in advance of the 
normal season they are lighted, It 
generally requires from three to five 
weeks. Possible fire hazards should 
be guarded against carefully. 

It has been clearly sown that the 
diet fed to a turkey hen has a very 
great bearing upon the ability of her 
eggs to hatch and her poults to live 
after hatching, It takes from four to

LLOYDMINSTER, Sask.—New 

life is stirring today in this oil 
centre on the Alberta-Saskat- 
chewan border where no pro- 
ducing well ever was drained 
ry. 
Oilmen expect rich returns from 
the 25-square-mile field for two rea- 
sons: The west is becoming road 
conscious and oil companies are look- 
ing for new markets for Lloydmin- 
Ster’s heavy crude, 

Lloydminster oi] is a thick, black 
crude almost like molten tar, It has 
little gasoline or high-grade petrole- 
um products so companies looking 
for quick returns on costly outlays 
have paid more attention to other 
areas, 7 

But, with provincial governments in 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
starting road - building programs, 
Lloydminster crude soon may be in 
greater demand than ever before, 
Asphalt, the road-maker's basic ma- 
terial, is easily made from heavy 
crude, 

Another reason is the hope that 
work on a Trans-Canada highway 
will open a vast market for road- 
building materials, particularly as- 
phalt. 

A second refinery—now nearly at 
full production—plans to seck mar- 
kets for furnace oils in Western Can- 
ada. Natural gas has been the fue) 
in many western cities but oilmen 
Say there is a good outlet for furnace 
oils as well, 

» The Canadian Pacific Railways an- 
nounced recently it planned to change 
100 steam locomotives to burn oil in- 
Stead of coal. And the company will 
use oil from western Canadian fields.

The purpose of this report is to 
emphasize the importance of ger- 
mination tests, 

Line Elevators Farm Service has 
just completed germination tests on 
4470 farmers’ samples of wheat, 
oat; barley and flax seed from all 
over Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. The results, showing the 
percentage of samples tested in 
which the germination was below 
“71 per cent, are given in the 
accompanying table.
